of Hamilton. Can., and William Fitch, known from 
ocean to ocean as one of the most famous pool sellers 
in tills country. Mr. .Madden watched keenly all of 
lin movements ,if old Rosrliud. which he Itreti. as 
veil as 1 hose of Ralph and llodge. tie expressed 
no favoiitism eoneeruing the trio. He lingered long 
an ueil Kay Spence's stahle, where llodge is quar 
lt*n‘ti. When the Ist.v !ed llmlge out Mr. Madden had 
him lin'd the gelding's head al different angle-- m 
order to carefully inspect the horse. Mr. Madden 
complimented Spence upon liie su|«rli eoiidition of 
llodge. a lit I remarked, "lie is as hard as a nail." and 
said that, in li is opinion. Hodge, when a four year 
old. would lie all of sixteen hands high. Mr Madden 
has a likely lot of two year-olds in training here.

T in- best work done by any of the two year olds 
at Hie local track so far lias been hy M. li. Gru 
1 air's slashing youugster, Sam MeMeekin. a son of 
McGee, which yvenl. three furlongs recently in :37- . 
Several of J. E. Madden's two-year-olds have worked 
the same distance from :38% p, and some of 

the youngsters look like good prospects. None of 
George It. Long's ten two-year-olds has done much 
so far Ihis spring, but they arc looking good and 
several are able to go a quarter around :25. In 
this collection there are six colls and four fillies, 
among the latter being a sister to Mr. Long's Derby 
candidate. Ralph. C. It. Reid's good looking half- 
brother to Emerald Gem has done little fast work 
as yet. as lie L high in flesh, albeit the perfect 
Picture of good condition fur future training. Trainer 
Reid weighed the coil the other day after he had 
measured him. He stands fifteen hands three inches 
high and weighs l.iljj pounds. It links as if he 
will require considerable time in training.

ney's trainer makes Borel a tietter offer for his 
services, the jockey will not leave Yanke’s employ. 
Rorel can ride as light as 107 imunds without the 
necessity of excessive reducing.

With satisfactory evidence as to the horse's ideq 
lily, the stewards will now proceed to sift the 
facts in tin ease and round up those implicated. 
Stewards K. 1 '. Smith and W. IV Burch will remain 
here several days 10 finish tip the case. 

Peroxide of hydrogen is sup|M>sed to have been 
the means employed in changing Golliwogg’s color 
in the effort to have him pass for Country Boy. 
The aplieatioii of the chemical was so crudely ac 
eomplislusl that Hie moment the horse's blanket 
was removed in the paddock the attempt at sub- 
stitution became apparent. Joseph McLennan, asso- 
ciate judge and clerk of the scales, was one of the 
first to discover the deception. By the time the 
Imrse was ordered withdrawn from the race, his 
odds had been reduced to 3 to 1 from au opening 
lirice of 12 to I.
